This Plan will be contained in 24 Sheets of the beſt Imperial Paper, being near 13 Feet 
in Length, and 6 Feet and an Half in Depth, and will extend from Weſt to Eaft, on 
the North Side, from beyond Mary-bone Turnpike, by Tottenham-Court, the New-River- 
Head, Hoxton and Part of Hackney to near Bow: From thence, Southerly, by the Ea- 
ſtermoſt Parts of Mile-End and Lime-Houſe, croſs the River Thames to Deptford Road; 
from whence the Southern Side will extend Weſterly, by Newington and Vaux-Hall, to 
that Part of Surrey which is oppoſite to Chel/ea-College ; which Building, together with 
ſome Part of Knights-Bridge and Hyde-Part, will be included in the Weſtern Limit, which 
cloſes with the Northern beyond Mary-bone. SY 

The Space comprized within this Compaſs, will contain above ten thouſand Acres of 
Ground: And, as it will be laid down by a Scale of 200 Feet to an Inch, the Plan will ad- 
mit not only of an exact Deſcription of all the Squares, Streets, Courts, and Alleys, in their 
true Proportions, but likewiſe of the Ground Plots of the ſeveral Churches, Halls, publick 
Buildings, and conſiderable Houſes and Gardens; and will likewiſe comprehend a Survey of 
ſo much of the Country, with the ſeveral Roads and Foot-paths croſſing it, and remarkable 
Oo contained in it, as lies within the above-mentioned Bounds : Which, it is preſum'd, 


will fill up the vacant Space more uſefully, as well as more agreeably, than by crouding 
the Plan with unmeaning Ornaments. 


The Method follow'd in making this Survey has been, by aſcertaining the Poſition and 
Bearings of the Churches and other remarkable Buildings, by Trigonometrical and other 


are viſible ; by taking the Angles at the Corners of Streets, Sc. with proper Inſtruments, 
and meaſuring the Diſtances by the Chain : And by comparing, from Time to Time, the 
Poſition of Places, found by this laſt Method, with the general Obſervations before-men- 
tioned, ſo as to correct the one by the other.
